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WE  NOMINATE 


William  Taylor  Thom  Jr..  once  described  by  an 
associate  as  a  geologist  knowing  everything  worth 
knowing  aboul  oil  and  coal  geology,  who  shares 
direct  responsibility  tor  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant, and  most  exciting,  "oil  developments  of  re- 
cent years"  in  the  Western  Hemisphere  This  fall 
nearly  60  drilling  rigs  are  strung  out  along  a  three- 
state  front,  extending  from  South  Dakota's  Black 
Hills  northward  into  the  Canadian  provinces  of 
Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan,  largely  because  of 
regional  studies  and  reports  completed  by  Thom 
and  a  fellow  scientist  more  than  a  quarter  century 
ago. 

It  was  in  1922  that  Thom  and  Carroll  E.  Dobbin, 
of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey,  coined  the 
expression,  the  "Williston  Basin,"  and  denned  the 
limits  of  a  basin  embracing  some  76,000,000  acres, 
an  area  larger  than  the  combined  square  mileages 
of  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Mary- 
land and  Delaware.  Thom  —  in  June.  1923  —  ex- 
plained in  a  memorandum  for  the  press  why  he 
thought  the  region  provided  favorable  territory  for 
oil  and  gas  exploration.  In  1952.  with  eight  new  oil- 
producing  areas  already  opened  up,  enthusiasm  for 
the  strategically  located  "Williston  Basin"  has  yet 
to  reach  its  peak. 

An  "alumnus"  of  the  U.  S.  Senate,  which  he 
served    as   a    page-boy    in    1907.    and    a    native    of 


Roanoke.  Va.,  the  61-year-old  Thom  has  been  a 
pioneering  geologist  ever  since  he  was  graduated 
from  Washington  and  Lee  University  in  1913  In 
World  War  I  he  headed  up  the  planning  section  of 
the  U.  S.  Fuel  Administration's  bureau  of  statis- 
tics and,  before  coming  to  Princeton  in  1927.  "was 
senior  geologist  and  later  chief  of  the  fuel  section 
of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey, 

In  addition  to  holding  the  Blair  Professorship  of 
Geology — the  University's  second  oldest  endowed 
chair — and  directing  the  Department  of  Geological 
Engineering,  Thom  has  played  a  key  role  in  the 
organization  of  a  unique,  "out-door  university"  in 
the  Yellowstone-Bighorn  region  of  Montana  and 
Wyoming.  There  each  summer  for  the  past  23  years, 
while  carrying  forward  intensive  exploratory  re> 
search,  a  voluntary  group  of  eminent  scientists  has 
helped  train  an  "undergraduate  body"  composed  of 
industrial  geologists,  young  teachers,  graduate  stu- 
dents and  even  pre-college  enthusiasts.
